Mrs. Dorothy Anne Stark, public 
stenographer and notary public, 
who, had offices in the Mayfair 
Hotel, told the Post-Dispatch that 
Wood and Drapier had come to 
her office with the original letter 
and that Wood “tossed $5 on my 
desk for the job after it was 
done.” 

Wood was out of the city today 
and could not be reached for com- 
ment.

Freak Storm, With Rain, Dust,

Ives, also a ember of the 
Labor Committee, commented: “I 
do not interpret the President's 
statement as meaning a veto of 
the Senate bill. His position and 
the provisions of the Senate bill 
are by no means irreconcilable.” 

The Senate measure contains 
fewer curbs on unions and strikes 
than the bill passed by the House. 
The two versions now are before 
a conference committee striving 
to iron out differences. Discus- 
sions will be resumed Monday.

An 11 per cent cut in the Navy's

mittee today. 

The committee cut $377,519,200 
from the $3,513,000,000 in new ap- 
propriationg requested by Prest- 
dent Truman, It said it believed 
the lesser amount would be ade- 
quate “without sacrificing any of 
the efficiency of the fleet” or re- 
ducing “essential naval activities.” 
It called on the Navy to reduce 
its personnel, both mifitary and 
civilian, and to close some of its 
shore establishments. 

Approves Research Fund. 

The committee approved in full 
the $34,400,000 asked for research 
and the $170,000,000 in contract 
authority to buy airplanes

cash for new planes. 

The total new appropriations 
amounting to $3,135,481,100 com- 
pared with $4,332.781,951 this year. 

Truman's original request for 
new Navy appropriations was for 
about $3,504,000,000, which was in- 
creased to $3,513,000,000 an 
amendment submitted later, How- 
ever, his budget for Navy spend- 
ing for 1948 calls for $4,423,000,000, 
the Navy having available some 
unexpended but obligated money 
to be paid out during the new year 
in addition to its new appropria- 
tions, 

Along with the bill, which the 
House will debate next week, the 
committee made public an 1800- 
page volume of printed testimony 
taken in consideration of the 
measure.

Meanwhile, the Security Council, 
thrust into the background during 
the Assembly session, was called 
to meet this afternoon to resume 
discussions of the Balkan situa- 
tion. Before the delegates was a 
Russian resolution demanding 
that the powers of an interim in- 
vestigating group now in the Bal- 
kans be curtailed sharply.

BEVIN 10 VISIT 
REICH FOR APPEAL 


IN FOOD CRISIS 


Will Ask Germans to 
Pull Selves Out of 
. Plight — Three Ship- 
loads of Grain Arrive. 


LONDON, May 16 (UP)—For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin plans 
to visit Germany soon to spur the 
Germans to greater efforts to 
overcome their food shortage and 
industrial plight, the Foreign Of- 
fice disclosed today, .- 

Bevin was reported to have 


made the decision to tour the 
British zone after hearing first- 
hand reports from occupation 
leaders brought to London for 
talks on the food crisis. 

He plans to make personal con- 
tacts with the Germans, talk to 
steel workers and try to find out 
for himself what is needed. He 
wants to give the Germans the 
urge to pull themselves from 
their plight, the informants said. 

The date of Bevin's trip is in- 
definite. It probably will be after 
he hag taken a vacation. His 


health is not good, and he has had 


little rest since the Moscow Big 
Four foreign ministers’ conference 
began. 

Grain Rushed to Ruhr. 


A Berlin dispatch said three 
shiploads of grain, rushed from 
the docks to the Ruhr area, were 
being distributed and officials re- 
ported an immediate improvement 
in the Germans’ mood that has 
provoked an epidemic of strikes 
and demonstrations. 

Col. Hugh B. Hester, chief of 
the American Military Govern-* 
ment’s food division, said he was 
sure the crisis could be bridged 
without further serious effects. 

Four food ships from the United 
States were nearing Bremen. One 
was scheduled to dock tonight 
and the other three tomorrow. 

Col, Hester conferred with G. 
E. Hughes, British food authority, 
and staffs of experts. It was be- 
lieved they were seeking to keep 
the official ration at 1550 calories, 
hoping for arrival of grain ship- 
ments in time to meet the ration. 

Hester said: “No one is starv- 
ing. They are getting less food 
than we wish they had, but they 
are going to be hungry this year 
and next. There isn't enough food 
in the world to feed them, Even 
if we had the money to spend we 
couldn't get it.” 

Warning by U.S. Officials. 

At Wiesbaden, American mill- 
tary governors of Hesse and Ba- 
varia warned German trade union 
leaders against strikes in protest 
against the current food shortage. 

Dr. James R. Newman, mili- 
tary governor of Hesse, asserted, 
in-a radio address, that American 
military power and the death pen- 
alty would be employed if neces- 
sary to curb German disturbances 
over the food shortage. In his 
sternest language to date, New- 
man said: 

“There will be no strikes in 
Hesse nor will there be any tol- 
erance of any other agitations 
against the policies of the mili- 
tary government, whether the 
purpose of such is political or 
otherwise, which in any way im- 
pede or tend to impede the occu- 
pational requirements or pro- 
grams.”

U.S, ALLOTS 150,000 TONS 
OF CORN TO NEW FRENCH 
NON-RED GOVERNMENT 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP) 


HE United States granted 
France’s new, non-Com- 
munist government 150,000 
tons of corn last night in re- 
sponse to urgent pleas for help 


in supporting the reduced 
French bread ration, Along 
with earlier emergency sup- 


plies of American wheat and 
flour, the corn is calculated 
to enable Premier Ramadier’s 
Government to avoid any fur- 
ther reduction in the ration. 


A State Department an- 
nouncement said the new allot- 
ment was made because of 
France's “critical shortage.” 
Some officials expected it to be 
linked by French Communists 
with Ramadier’s expulsion two 
weeks ago of Communist 
members of his coalition gov- 
ernment, This interpretation 
was given to an earlier emerg- 
ency allotment of 69,000 tons 
of wheat and flour and to last 
week's $250,000,000 Internation- 
al Bank loan. 

The corn, from stocks of the 
Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration, is to be paid for 
by the French. Altogether the 
United States has shipped or 
arranged to send 562,000 long 
tons of grain to France and 
French North.

Aid Germans, Official Says. 
WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP)— 
The Government has no intention 
of entering the nation’s food mar- 
kets and running the risk of 
boosting prices and depleting re- 
serves to increase rations in west- 
ern Germany, an aid to Secretary 
of Agriculture Clinton P. Ander- 
son said yesterday. He told a 


reporter the Government already 
has purchased virtually all the 
food it plans to send to Germany 
in May and June. 

The Government is buying a 
small quantity of wheat, princi- 
pally types in surplus supply, to 
augment shipments to Germany 
planned for some time. The offi- 
clal explained that these new pur- 
chases probably would total less 
than 5,000,000 bushels compared 
with the 325,000,000 already ex- 
ported to shortage areas from last 
year’s crop. 

The Government foresaw more 
than six months ago that western 
Germany would require large 
quantities of imported foods this 
spring and started buying supplies 
in January to meet this need. 


MAY SAYS $5000 PAYMENT 


By GARSSON WAS ON LOAN 


Testifies Notes Were 


Pay-offs on Advance 


From Him to Buy Manganese 
Mining Interest. 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AF) — 
Former Representative Andrew J. 
May (Dem.), Kentucky, testified 
at his war fraud trial today that 
munitions-maker Murray Garsson 
actually was returning money he 


had borrowed from May in paying 
off $5000 in notes at a New York 
bank, 

The Government had charged 
that Murray Garsson was paying 
off the notes for May, who is 
charged with accepting $55,000 in 
bribes from Henry and Murray 
Garsson, who headed a $78,000,000 
wartime munitions combine. 

May, who in wartime was chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs 
Committee, told the United States 
District Court jury that he was 
interested in a manganese mining 
enterprise .in Greenbrier county, 
W.Va., just before the war. He 
said he lost money on it, 

May testified that Murray 
Garsson came to him and want- 
ed to buy him out. He said that 
to “accomodate Murray Garsson“ 
he borrowed $10,000 in his own 
name and loaned it to Garsson to 
buy the mining ‘interest, with a 
written agreement that Garsson 
would repay the notes May had 


given. 
May acknowledged that he 
signed the $10,000 notes. He pro- 


duced an agreement dated April 
2, 1941, showing that Murray 
Garsson agreed to repay the loan, 

May told the jury that the $5000 


payment Murray Garsson made 
on the note represented Garsson's 
payment of his own debt. 

With this testimony the trial 
was adjourned until Monday, when 
May will again be on the witness 
stand.

ATHENS, May 16 (AP)—United 
States Ambassador Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh delivered a note clarifying 
American suggestions for Greek 
amnesty procedure. to Foreign 
Minister Constantin Tsaldaris in 
a 60-minute conversation today. 

The contents were not an 
nounced, but it was learned the 
United States did not advocate 
any radical changes in the pres- 
ent amnesty law. Foreign circles 
familiar with the note said it was 
an excellent contribution to an 
exchange between two “good 
friends.” . 

It was learned that points of 
the note were substantially: 

Radical revision of the present 
amnesty procedure is unnecessary, 
but further implementation is 
recommended to guarantee its ap- 
plication in all directions. 

Neutral foreign observers could 
be invited to observe the applica- 
tion of amnesty provisions, which 
would make it unnecessary for 
the United Nations to intervene in 
Greece's internal affairs. 

It is recognized that dispersal 
of guerrilla forces will be a long, 
hard task and a working amnesty 
program. is necessary to go hand 
in hane with the use of force. 

It is obvious that Greece needs 
more military strength to combat 
the guerrillas, which is the reason 
the United States is allocating 
part of the Greek aid loan fer 
arms. 

Greece should request some 
means of guaranteeing ita north 
ern frontier because of the possi- 
bility that fresh guerrillas might 
move across the border as others 
were granted amnesty by the

The Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany staged the second perform- 
ance of its St. Louis engagement 
last night in the Kiel Auditorium 
Convention Hall before an audi- 
ence of 9500. Ringing the changes 
on its standard repertory, the 
management came up with a hand- 
somely mounted production of 
Verdi's “Aida.” 

It was a good choice for .the ris- 
ing generation of opera goers, 
since it had a little of everything 
and, judging from its friendly re- 
ception it must have been equally 
acceptable to those who, if al- 
lowed a free choice, would have 
elected something else, 

Questers after novelty—and they 
have a good case—sometimes need 
a renewed encounter with a thor- 
oughly worked-over masterpiece to 
get a fresh realization of the rea- 
sons for its survival, In the case 
of “Aida,” the profusion of lyric- 
ism is untainted with banality so 
that the thrice familiar aria seems 
fresh because it has an inherent 
uniqueness of expression. Indeed, 
the Verdi line, in “Aida” at least, 
is always sensitive, a character- 
istic which. is sometimes over- 
shadowed by the composer's in- 
stinct for the theater, 

The theatrical values.were ex- 
ploited with a poster-style effec- 
tiveness in last night’s produc- 
tion.. The main outline of the 
piece was blocked out boldly, the 
action moved steadily from point 
to point in an ascending curve of 


interest, and the set numbers were 
delivered with an affirmative style 
and a uniformly impressive vocal 
quality. The elements of pa- 
geantry were handled expertly.

This was all the more regrettable 
in the light of Miss Thebom's vo- 
cal splendor and her strikingly 
beautiful appearance, The power 
and the rich texture of her voice, 
plus her seemingly fluent produc- 
tion and good control, have given 
her the assets of a top-ranking 
artist. What was apparently lack- 
ing was insight into what she was 
doing. This seeming absence of 
inward security expressed itself in 
constant movement, abrupt, vio- 
lent and strictly external.

The bill, which is calculated to 
save the city $1,000,000 a year, 
would. authorize the Mayor and 
Comptroller to make transfer of 
the institution to the state for $1, 
on the condition that the state will 
operate it for the care of insane 
patients. Provisions for water, 
heat, light and power by city- 
owned facilities are made. 

The Sanitarium transfer has 
been one of Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann’s prime items in an 
economy and retrenchment pro- 
gram. It is supported by the argu- 
ment that the care of the insane 
is a state function, and that no 
other city undertakes such care. 

Opposition to the bill has come 
from relatives of patients, who 
have professed to believe that pa- 
tients might not be so well treated, 
or that financial requirements 
might be made more difficult, 
under state control. 

Two bills relating to the Chest- 
nut-Lawton trafficway were intro- 
duced into the Board today.

Doubling of the rate charged for 
water used in private swimming 
pools, of which there are 15 in 
the city, is proposed in a bill pre- 
sented by Water Commissioner 
Thomas J. Skinker.

Other bills submitted by the

Medill, of course, cannot now be 
removed from office. He resigned, 
shortly after the disaster, follow- 
ing disclosure by the Post- 
Dispatch that State Mine Inspec- 
tor Driscoll Scanlan had reported 
to Medill that a dust explosion 
would occur in the mine unless 
safety precautions were taken 
and had begged Medill to close 
the mine to prevent such a 
tragedy. 
“We'll just have to take that 
chance,” Scanian said Medill re- 
plied. 
Following this disclosure, Gov. 
Dwight H. Green went to Cen- 


tralia and talked to Medill, and 


Medill’s resignation was an- 

nounced. Weir has continued to 

serve as assistant director. 
Charges in Indictment. 

The indictment charges that Me- 
dill “did willfully and intentionally 
fail to perform his official duty 
as director, in that he, well know- 
ing that there was an excessive 
quantity of combustible coal dust 
in the mine, did willfully fail to 
compel the management of the 
mine to remove such excessive 
quantities of coal dust or in some 
manner render it non-combustible, 
as it was the civic duty of him 
to. do.” 

The “excessive quantities” of 
coal dust in Mine No, 5 resulted 
in the wholesale death toll there,

Third and fourth counts of the 
indictments charge that Medill 
“did willfully refuse to stop oper- 
ation of the mine or remove any 
offending person or persons from 
the mine until the law was com- 
plied with, as it was his civic duty 
to do.” i 

The four counts in the indict- 
ment against Weir are the same 
as those in the indictment against 
Medill, except that Weir is identi- 
fied as the assistant director, in- 
stead of the director of the De- 
partment of Mines. 

To Plead Not Guilty. 

It was not expected that Medill 
and Weir would appear in court 
personally to answer the indict- 
‘ments Wednesday, They said they 
would plead not guilty through 
their attorney, Jones. Hohlt said 
he hoped to bring them to trial 
“as soon as possible.” 

Medill and Weir were indicted 
Wednesday, but the indictments 
were suppressed until they surren- 
dered. Although indicting the 
Centralia Coal Co. under state 
mining laws, the grand jury found 
no true bills against mine com- 
_ pany officers personally. The firm 
was charged with failure to pro- 
vide sufficient air for the miners 
working underground, and with 
failure to rock-dust the mine ade- 
quately,

ing secretary of the United Mine 
Workers’ local union at Mine No. 
5, expressed satisfaction at the 
‘news the mine had been sold to 
the Peabody Coal Co, That's a 
good outfit,” he said. “I think 
Mine No. 5 should be good for 12 
or 15 more years of working. Of 
course, a lot of repairs are needed, 
now.” 

Rowekamp said that even min- 
ers who had obtained other jobs 
have expressed a desire to go back 
to work in Mine No. 5 when it is 
reopened. He Said he bas re- 
ceived many inquiries concerning 
reopening of the mine. 

Niermann, mine superintendent, 
said he Had not been informed of 
the purchase by the Peabody Coal 
Co., but was ready to order the 
mine cleaned up to be ready for 
working whenever he received in- 
structions. He said he had been 
through most of the mine many 
times since the explosion. Pumps 
are being kept in operation, cir- 
culating fresh air through the 
mine. if 
Peabody said he hoped to have 
the mine back in production on 
the same scale as under the old 
ownership. The mine employed 
265 men, producing more than 
2200 tons of soft coal a day. It 
will be necessary to recruit new 
workers to replace the 111 men 
killed March 28. 

The president of the firm which 
has purchased the mine said ma- 
chinery and methods of mining 
used had been modern and that 
no modernization program would 
be necessary.

WARNING ON MAY 31 DEADLINE 
~ ON INTANGIBLE PROPERTY TAX 


Special to the Pos Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 16—A 


warning to Missouri property own- 
ere subject to the new state tax on 
intangible personal property, that 
returns must be filed and the tax 
paid on or before May 31, was 
issued today by the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue.

Reavis, an American infantry 
lieutenant with the Ninety-first 
Division in Italy, had been cap- 
tured in September 1944 in the bit- 
ter fighting up the boot of Italy. 
While being transferred from a 
transient prisoner-of-war camp to 
an officers’ prison, he escaped 
and wandered through Poland un- 
molested, finally reaching Lublin, 

“Hhe was sitting 


tenant with whom he had es- 
caped," she said, “They began 
to talk to my sister. She asked 
if they were Americans and they 
sajd they were and she called me 
to have a look at them. 

“We were married 11 days 
after we met, but after another 
11 days of honeymoon, he had to 
leave to rejoin his unit, He moved 
through Russian lines to Odessa, 
where I learned later he managed 
to get aboard a ship that took 
him to Italy and his division. 

“I posed as a Belgian refugee 
to escape detention by the Rus- 
sians who now occupied all Po- 
land.

FOR U.S. BROADCASTING 


Tells House Group American Aims Are Mis- 
represented, Nation Must Devise ‘Some 
Method of Spreading the Truth,’ 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall told Congress members today 
that American aims are misrepre- 
sented to a “tremendous degree” 
in some foreign countries and this 
nation must devise “some method 
of spreading the truth.” 

He asked that Congress “get on 
with the business” of providing 
the ways and means by authoriz- 
ing the State Department to go 
on with its foreign language 
“Voice of America” broadcasts and 
circulation abroad of printed in- 
formation about the United States. 

Marshall appeared before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
which is considering legislation 
to authorize the program. Funds 
for its continuation after June 30 
were deleted from a bill passed by 
the House yesterday on the ground 
that it Jacked specific congres- 


sional authorization. 

“No nation,” Marshall. asserted, 
“has been more generous than the 
United States, and yet I rather 
believe that no nation has received 
less credit for that generosity.” 

He, told the committee that 80 
long.as propaganda is engaged in 
(by other countries) we must take 
some action.” However, 
he was “unalterably opposed” to 
having that action take the form 
of propaganda. 

“Mirror,” Not “Showcase,” 

Assistant Secretary of State 
William Benton, who directs” the 
program, told the committee the 
department aims to “mirror 
American life to.the world rather 
than present a “showcase.” 

“Mirror,” he explained, is pre- 
senting an actual picture of life 
in this country while “showcase” 
is turning out one-sided and

Lynch Mobs 
Don’t Always Wear 


HOODS

You don’t always lynch a man by hanging him 
from a tree. There is a t lynch mob among us 


and they go unhooded and work without the rope. 


They have no leader but their own hatred of humanity. They are 
the quietly degraded, who plot against the helpless with skill and 
a coward’s stealth and without fear of reprisal. Their weapon is as 
painful as the lash, the hot tar, the noose or the shotgun. They 
string up a man with the whisper of a lie and they persecute him 
with ridicule. They require no burning cross as a signal of assem- 
bly and need no sheet to identify themselves to each other. They 
are the night riders who operate 24 hours a day. 

They lynch a man with a calculated contempt which no court 
of law can consider a crime. Such a venomous conspiracy is the 
one now trying to run Jackie Robinson out of organized baseball. 
It does not go for all ball players and not even all the St. Louis 
Cards, some of whom are accused of trying to arrange a strike to 
protest against the presence of a Negro in the big league. But such 
a state exists and we should all be ashamed of it, not only those 
connected with the sport, but any one who considers this his coun- , 
try. It is an indication, I believe, that as a people we are a failure 
and not as good as the laws by which we live. 


Wearea people guaranteed more freedoms than any other 


on earth. Yet there are among us some who would refute those 4 
documents which pledge us the things that people fight for every- 
where and rarely achieve. When such persecutions become the 
aim of a government it is the record of history that men rise in 
revolt against the leaders of their state. It was to defeat such per- 
secutions that men fought in the undergrounds of Europe and in 
every righteous army since man first realized freedom is seldom 
achieved without struggle. We are a people who consider such privi- 
leges as ordinary because they were written down in the book for. 
us to live by long ago. But among us are those who consider these 
liberties as their own and would take them from the defenseless 
whom they can afford to torment. They form a lynch mob that is 
out to avenge a right.

You find them wherever you go and 
their lodge i is national although they pay no dues and carry no 
card. It is only natural that baseball, being our country’s sport, 
should be played by some of them because they are in all trades 
and professions and they carry an invisible rope with them at all 
times.

nate baseball. If it does, then they should burn up all the bats and 
balls and turn cattle to graze on the outfield grass, Baseball is not 
a way of life but an escape from it. It is to the bleachers and the 
grandstands that the multitudes flee to forget the world beyond 
the fences. Such a haven should not be corrupted by senseless hate, 
but once it is, baseball has no reason to exist. 


Baseball is supported by the people and 1 Bev 


heard them demand justice for Robinson. If their applause is any 
indication, they ask that Robinson be accepted as an athlete and 
is entitled to the right to be judged by the scorer’s ledger and not 
by the prejudices of indecent men. It is my belief that Robinson 
is a big leaguer of ordinary ability. If he is not, then he should be 
sent down to the minors because it is the opinion of all of us who 
consider baseball a sport that skill and honesty are the only quali- 
fications a man should have. It is doubtful if Robinson has yet 
shown his true worth. He came up as a shortstop, was transformed 
into a second baseman at Montreal and now is playing first.

Dodgers gather I don’t know. I have listened to Eddie Stanky praise 
Robinson for his alertness. Jackie told me himself that Hughie 
Casey had helped him when he needed practice and advice on 
making the difficult plays a first baseman must face. 

But in the clubhouse Robinson is a stranger. The Dodgers are 
polite and courteous with him but it is obvious he is isolated by 
those with whom he plays. I have never heard remarks made against 
him or detected any rudeness where he was concerned. But the 
silence is loud and Robinson never is part of the jovial and aimless 
banter of the locker room. He is the loneliest man I have ever seen 
in sports. 

We have been involved in a war to guarantee all 

people the right to a life without fear.

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RENT CONTROL 
BILL READY FOR 
SFNATE PASSAGE 


Measure for Missouri 

Regulations Will Be in 
Position for Approval 
by Tuesday. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 16— 
Opposition to the passage of a 
state rent control bill had virtual- 
ly disappeared when Senator 
David E. Horn of St. Louis called 
the bill up for perfection in the 
Senate yesterday afternoon, Only 
one amendment was adopted and 
that did not weaken the bill. 

Senator Ralph Erdwin, a real 
estate dealer of Concordia, was 
the only member to vote against 
perfection. He maintained his 
position against the bill notwith- 
standing the fact that the real 
estate boards of S. Louis and Kan- 
gas City, and generally over the 
state, had given it their approval. 

The bill will be in position for 
passage in the Senate Monday or 
Tuesday, which will be in time for 
ite pasage by the House before the 
recess of the Legislature at the 
end of next week. 

As finally shaped up the bill 
authorizes a 15 per cent increase 
in the rentals charged last Jan. 1. 
and would become effective only 
when federal controls are abol- 
ished. It contains a provision that 
it expire June 30, 1948. The theory 
of the expiration date is that by 
that time housing construction 
will have caught up with the de- 
mand. 

It would apply only to areas 
where federal control is in effect. 

There would be no controls on 
newly constructed housing, com- 
pleted after Jan, 1, last, or on 
buildings which since that time 
have been converted to provide in- 
creased housing units. 

The authorized rental on hous- 
ing units which were not rented 
or offered for rent, prior to Jan. 1, 
would be based on 10 per cent of 
the reasonable value of the prop- 
erty. A formula is set up for es- 
tablishing valuation. This rental, 
however, may be fixed by the Cir- 


cuit Court if it appears that the |, 


rental under the formula is either 
grossly inadequate or grossly ex- 


cessive. 
A landlord who demands or re- 


ceives rent in excess of that fixed 
in the act is Mable to the tenant 
for three times the amount iof the 
overcharge, or $25, whichever is 
the ater, . 

A landlord would be able to ob- 
tain possession of his property 
from a tenant by giving him six 
months notice to move, or if the 


tenant had failed to pay the law- 
ful rent, if the tenant had dam- 
age@ the property unreasonably 
and has failed to repair the dam- 
age, if the tenant had committed 
a nuisance in his occupancy of 
the property, or if he had used it 
for immoral or unlawful purposes. 


A landlord who deprived a ten- 


ant of the usual utility services, 
or who permitted the creation of 
conditions which rendered the 
property uninhabitable, would be 


guilty of a misdemeanor, punish- 
abel by a fine of not to exceed 
$1000, imprisonment for not td ex- 
ceed one year, or both.

Clay Repo rts More Than Million 
Tons of Food Furnished Germans 


By U.S, Britain in 3 1-2 Months 


75 Per Cent of Imports Allocated to British 

Zone — Situation to Continue Tight Until 

Next Harvest More Optimistic Note on 
Industrial Recovery.

BERLIN, May 16 (AP). 


ORE than a million tons of food was provided Germans by the 
United States and the United Kingdom in the first three and 
one-half months of this year to support the German feeding 
program against disease and unrest, the latest report of the Amer- 


ican military governor, Gen. Lucius D. Clay, said today. 


About 75 per cent of the 9 
was allocated to the British 
cupied zone, where the food 
crisis admittedly is more acute, 
and the rest to the American oc- 
cupied areas. 

While the report covering condi- 
tions in the American zone 
through March gave little hope of 
improvement in the supply of food 
before the next harvest, it struck 
a more optiunistic note on indus- 
trial recovery and said that 
all the ground lost duyng the 
winter should be made up by the 
end of May. 

Continuance until the next har- 
vest of the official 1550-calory ra- 
tion for the normal consumer, 
which officials admit is a starva- 
tion level, depends “on the avail- 
ability of indigenous food and on 
adequate imports,” Gen Clay re- 
ported. He said meat and fat 
rations were smaller than in any 
previous period since the begin- 
ning of the occupation. 

Meals for 3,550,000 Children. 

About 3,550,000 children in the 
British and American zones, mean- 
time, were getting a ration-free 
meal of 350 calories dally at 


school in areas in the greatest 


need of supplementary feeding. 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
recommended this program, which 
was put into effect in mid-April, 
A survey in the United States 

zone indicated that spring plant- 
ing of grains, potatoes and sugar 
beets will be greater than last 
year, although the winter kill of 
crops will make the planned acre- 
age goal more difficult to at- 
tain, the report said: 

Railway officials began to feel 
the impact of the food shortage 
with trains operating 100 per cent 
overloaded from tfmir. starting 
point, partly because city dwellers 
had again started their food for- 
aging trips in the countryside, 

Industrial activity in the zone 
revived immediately after winter 
eased and in March production as 
a whole rose an average of 20 
per cent to 35 per cent of the 1936 
norm, Clay reported, This still 
was about one-fifth below the 
peak output of last October and 

November. 

12,900 Cameras Made. 

The optics and precision instru- 
ments industry picked up fastest 
with output more than doubled. 
It stood at 25 per cent of the 
1936 rate for March. Almost 12,- 
900 cameras were manufactured. 

The chemical industry was op- 
erating at a 70 per cent faster rate 
than in February. 

While industrial output ad- 
vanced sharply, the joint export- 
import agency for the combined 
British-American zones concluded 
export sales contracts in Febru- 
ary and March totaling $16,000,000. 
This increased to $22,150,000 ex- 
ports sales contracts figned since 
Jan. 1 in the drive to make the 
zones self-sustaining, the report 


said.

As of the end of February, he 
reported 3,277,790 of the 11,825,000

Of the Germans tried, 450 were 
found to be major offenders sub- 
ject to a maximum of 10 years in 
labor camp. Another 1880 were 
judged offenders, also subject to 
labor camp sentences. An over 
whelming number—163,062 — were 
found to be nominal Nazis or fol- 
lowers, and 18,839 were convicted 
of being lesser offenders. These 
two categories bring employment 
restrictions or fines, 

More than, 13,140 Germans were 
exonerated by German tribunals. 
Another 19,442 were found subject 
to amnesty, mainly youths born 
after Jan. 1, 1919. 

In addition, 50,000 Germans, who 
were automatically arrested be- 
cause they were heavily incrimin- 
ated Nazis—members of the S.., 
the Gestapo, the S. D. and the lead- 
ership corps of the Nazi party— 
are held in civil internment en- 
closures. German tribunals are 
functioning inside the internment 
camps, but so.far only 1670 have 
been tried. Of these, 21 persons 
were exonerated, and 617 proceed- 
ings were quashed. 

Teen-Age Black Marketing. 

Other highlights of the report 
included: 

Biack market activities of ju- 
veniles continued to increase and 
in Hesse a band of 17 teen-agers 
lived entirely in this way, chang- 
ing their city of operation every 
two to four weeks, 

Illegal crossing of the border 
jumped with improved weather. 
Border police in the United States 
zone turned back 22,427 persons, 
arrested 1669 and confiscated 
goods valued at 299,089 reich- 
marks. 

Swift progress on the elimina- 
tion of German war potential was 
reported with the job of disman- 
tling or destroying 104 war plants 
in the American zone completed 
in 73 cases, 

Shipments of reparations equip- 
ment from the United States zone 
totaled 60,368 tons at the end of 
March with the Soviet Union re- 
ceiving about 95 per cent of it. 

Provisions are being made to 
take care of 200,000 German youths 
in an Army-backed summer camp 
program. Equipment worth $1,- 
500,000 has been provided for the 
use of youth agencies in the 
United States zone. 

All forms of tuberculosis in- 
creased and reached the highest 
rates yet attained. Tuberculosis 
deaths rose from a rate of 5.0 per 
10,000 of population per year in 
January to 6.0. Deaths from com- 
municable disease otherwise re- 
mained essentially unchanged and 
accounted for about 5 per cent of 
total deaths.

FORT KNOX, Ky., May 16 (AP) 
HE commanding general. of 
the Army’s experimental unit 
here on universal military 
training, composed of teen-agers, 
declares the “real test of our suc- 

cess” is the men themselves, 

Brig. Gen. John M. Devine cited 
the unit’s record in four and one- 
half n.onths’ operation to show 
how the Army’s first attempt te 
devise methods of universal train- 

ing is working out. 
The training about 650 teen- 


agers here are receiving is simi- 


lar to that which would be given 
American youngsters generally if 
Congress passes a universal train- 
ing bill. 

Since the “pilot plan” has been 
in operation, Gen. Devine told a 
press conference yesterday, “the 
staff's opinion” of 18-year-old 
American youths “has gone up- 
ward.” He spoke on a War De- 
partment sponsored tour of the 
unit by reporters from various 
sections of the nation. 

Military Training Is Standard. 

Military trainin given the 
youngsters “is standard,” Gen. De- 
vine explained. Innovations lie 
along other lines, he said, but all 
are designed to make the trainee 
a better citizen as well as sol- 
dier. 

Every branch of the Army 
ground forces is included in the 
four-company experimental bat- 
tallon. All types of modern equip- 
ment are used, including some put 
into service since hostilities halted. 
These include new radar equip- 
ment, modern artillery and the 
firing of cannon from light ve- 
hicles and ground mounts. 

“We have proved that 18-year- 
olds—at least this group—will take 
moral instruction,” Gen, Devine 


said. The group includes young- 


sters from a crogs section of the 
country, geographically and men- 
tally,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The word “education,” as defined in 
the Oxford English Dictionary, stems 
from the Latin word “educere,” which 
means “to lead out.” I am afraid that 
residehts of ancient Rome, if they could 
visit the University of Missouri, would 
scarcely be able to recognize the rela- 
tionship between the two words. 


I have just left a lecture in a class 
in American Government. During the. 
course ef that lecture a discussion re- 
garding Communism arose. The instruc- 
ter intimated that Communism engulfs 
those who are downtrodden by promis- 
ing them a better life, and then fails 
to fulfill its promises. 


I reminded him that Communism in 
Russia did achieve results. It raised the 
status of the peasant, which during the 
early Twentieth Century was that of a 
orf of feudal times, to a higher level of 
social and economic life. 


These remarks of mine were greeted 
by a wave of sneers and jeers from sev- 
eral members of the class. The instruc- 
tor immediately and arbitrarily forbade 
further discussion of the matter, 


Here in a class in which students 
are to be shown the workings and ad- 
vantages of their government so they 
will more fully appreciate it, they are 
denied the enlightenment that compari- 
son can provide them. An attempt to 
defend, not advocate, another form of 
political thought was squelched. Here 
were students sneering and jeering at 
an ideology, about the manifestations 
of which they had not the slightest idea. 
It was just a new “dirty word” for their 
use. The fact that Communism may pro- 
vide for some peoples of this earth what 
our form of government provides for 
us was not allowed to be stated. 


Does education no longer mean “to 
lead out,” to enlighten? Is it now mere- 
ly a process whereby human beings are 
assembled, spoken at, told to read cer- 
tain books, and periodically asked to 
spew forth isolated facts they have 
gathered? 

Is this the education we provide for 
the people of Japan and Germany in 
an attempt to show them the workings 
of democracy? Is this the education 
that provides for understanding of our 
fellow world-dwellers so that we may

Reports on Centralia 


The Post-Dispatch has been informed that 


when the legislative committee which has been 
investigating the Centralia mine disaster makes 
its report next Tuesday, one of the recommen- 
dations will be for civil service for state mine 
inspectors. 

We are further informed that the committee 
will also recommend the enactment of legisla- 
tion making it a felony for political contribu- 
tions to be solicited from mine operators. 

Other recommendations are said to be for a 
bi-partisan three-member mining board to sup- 
plant the present patronage post of Director of 
Mines and for legislation to.make a felony of 
using explosives while men are working in a 
mine, 

These proposals, if enacted by the Legislature, 
as every one of them ought to be, should pro- 
duce a change as great as from night to day 


in the operation and value of mine safety in 


Illinois. They will justify the virtual one-man 
campaign of Inspector Driscoll Scanlan against 
the Green-Medill corruption of the mine inspec- 
tion service by machine politics. 

Even though the legislative committee has 
knuckled down before political pressure in that 
it has not summoned Gov. Green to the stand, 
it will, if it makes this report, meet its obliga- 
tion to make basic recommendations of nne 
worth to the Legislature. 

The report of the Washington County grand 
jury, which has been at work on the .ame tragic 
loss Of 111 lives, is more disappointing than it 
is gratifying. This is so even though the jury 
has indicted former State Mines Director “Dear 
Bob” Medill, who resigned under fire, and Rob- 
ert Weir, who continues as Assistant Director. 

Medill’s share of the responsibility was starkly 
plain before the dust of the horrible explosion 
had cleared away. Holding him to it under the 
law became a minimum obligation on the grand 
jurors. 

But these same grand jurors found nothing, 
against William P. Young—the “Dear Bill“ end 
of those telltale letters between Medill and the 
Centralia Coal Co. In view of all his admissions 
of responsibility for failure to comply with mine 
safety regulations, it is utterly impossible to 
justify this easy out for Young. He was respon- 
sible operating executive of the company. He 
made the decisions. He deliberately put profit 
ahead of safety. He gambled with the lives of 
the men in the mine. He should have been 
ordered to trial. 

The indictment of the company, without nam- 
ing any individuals, is a deplorably weak gesture. 
Under the law the severest penalty which may 


be assessed against the company would be two 


$500 fines on misdemeanor charges. This would 
become a record of conviction and little more. 
It would do almost nothing to atone for the 
wholly unnecessary deaths of 111 men who 
trusted (Company officials that deserved no trust. 

Failure to indict “Dear Bill” Young and other 


officials or ranking employes of the Centralia 


Coal Co, does not exonerate them. They are 

not cleared and cannot be cleared except in a 

court of law. :

The blinking bow tile, with built-in electric 
bulb to catch the eye of waiter, usher or woman, 
looms as a decided menace. Demand, accord- 
ing to news reports, isn’t even dented by the 
initial wave of sales. 

But won't the gadget defeat its own purpose? 
With cravats glowing like carbuncles or fireflies 
in the night—only with incandescence misplaced 
from tail to wings—won’'t waiters, et al, be driven 
into the arms of the non-glowers? 

The device threatens to become more wear- 
ing on the nerves than bubble gum, also made 
for children, but luckily pretty well confined to 
their use. An anti-“bow-lite” campaign seems 
in order. The theme song, Cursed Be the Tie 
That Blinds!” 
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Senator Taft says the G. O. P. is the party of 
reclamation,” and Republican liberals can only 
hope he isn’t beyond it.

What Is Our Program in Europe? 
Urging action on his resolution for a United 
States of Europe within the framework of the 
United Nations, Senator Fulbright pointed to 
favorable editorials in more than a score of 
the nation’s newspapers, including the New 
York Times, the Washington Post, the Chicago 
Daily News and the Post-Dispatch.

guaranties of the German settlement. 

The billions we are “lending” Britain and 
France and spending to sustain Germany are 
wasted unless they are lent in a framework that 
looks toward a reorganization of the European 
economy, The economic heart of Europe is Ger- 
many, and Europe will contfhue exhausted until 
German industry ig put to work for Europe. 

Unless all signs fail, and especially the signs 
now coming from the State and War Depart- 
ments, the German economy is going to be're- 
vived as a bar to Soviet penetration in Western 
Europe, If so, it is merely a question of whether 
it is to be revived in a European federation 
capable of controlling it and utilizing it to the 
benefit of the countries Germany devastated, or 
whether it is to be revived under conditions

which may before long make Germany again a 
menace to world peace and prosperity. 

It is past time for the State Department to 
present a program at least for the economic 
unification of Western Europe, if not for its 
political unification as well. 
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Chance for the Armed Merger Bill 


The bill to unify the armed forces of the 
United States is understood to have a chance 
of coming to a vote in the Senate and House if 
it can be reported out from the Senate Armed 
Services Committee by next Tuesday. 

Until a few days ago it appeared that the bill 
was a dead letter for this session. But informed 
advice from Washington now is that it could 
be brought to a vote by prompt action. The 
reason for the deadline is that Congress has a 


full schedule and plans to adjourn by July 31. 


The committee has had the bill since March 

3, and it does not seem unreasonable to ask it 
to report the measure out, particularly since 
unification has been discussed pro and con, up 
and down, inside and out for two years. 

The bill represents a compromise reached last 
January by Army and Navy Secretaries Patter- 
son and Forrestal. It is an imperfect plan but 


it is a substantial start. It is a substantial start 


on something that must be begun quickly if the 
nation’s security is not to be endangered. 

If Congress will enact the unification bill, the 
land, sea and air forces of the United States 
will be on their way toward preventing another 
Pearl Harbor. They will have a start on ending 
the waste of money, manpower and effective- 
ness occasioned now by competitive buying, 
competitive recruiting, policy disagreements in 
staff and field, duplication of facilities, unco- 
ordinated research, and mere improvised unity 
in an hour of emergency, 

The War and Navy Departments and the 
White House have done all they can to present 
a plan on which they can agree. It is up to Con- 
gress now. Specifically, at this time, it is up to 
the 13 members of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee:

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What Judge Hand Said 


Two of the four Justices who wrote opinions 
in the ominous 5-to-4 Supreme Court decision 
approving a ransacking search of a man’s home 
quoted the most distinguished of all the Judges 
on the United States Courts of Appeals—that 
great scholar in the law, Learned Hand. 

Justice Murphy closed his strong dissent with 
these words from an opinion by Judge Hand: 


If the prosecution of crime is to be con- 
ducted with so little regard for that protec- 
tion which centuries of English law have 
given to the individual, we are indeed at the 
dawn of a new era: and much that we have 
deemed vital to our liberties, is a delusion. 


To clinch his deeply felt dissent, Justice Frank- 
furter also tarned to Judge Hand. He quoted 
these words: 


After arresting a man in his house, to 
rummage at will among his papers in search 
of whatever will convict him, appears to us 
to be indistinguishable from what might be 
done under a general warrant; indeed, the 
warrant would give more protection, for pre- 
sumably it must be issued by a magistrate. 
.. . Constitutional limitations arise from 
grievances which their makers have suffered, 

. Nor should we forget that what seems 
only fair enough against a squalid huckster 
of bad liquor may take on a very different 
face, if used by a government determined 
to suppress political opposition under the 
guise of sedition. 

The dissenters—Justices Rutledge and Jack- 
son in addition to Frankfurter and Murphy— 
could not have wiser support from the nation’s 
bench than that which comes with the experience 
and scholarship of Judge Hand. 

What a misfortune it is that no President has 
distinguished himself by appointing Learned 
Hand to the Supreme Court, where he so mani- 
festly has belonged for yeurs!

Opponents of a minimum-wage law for Mis- 
souri showed their true colors in the House hear- 
ing, and their colors proved ugly banners, 

Supporters of the bill had wisely, though be- 
latedly, abandoned an objectionable provision 
permitting the administrative establishment of 
specific industry and plant minimums, The bill 
was thus narrowed to a statutory state-wide 
minimum of 50 cents an hour. Opponents, how- 
ever, used the shabby pretext that they had no 
official notice that the objectionable provision 
was out, and proceeded to attack the whole bill 
through that provision. : 

One reads accounts of the hearing in vain for 
any concession that the bill, as narrowed and 
made clear and spécific, is simple decency and 
good economy from the point of view alike of 
fair-minded employers and the public. This 
must mean, then, that the opponents do not want 
any kind of floor under wages in Missouri. 

That impression was made unmistakable by 
the character of the witnesses—a parade of 
Chamber of Commerce men and, especially, 
spokesmen for the laundries, hotels and restau- 
rants and retail stores—the sweat-wage indus- 
tries. All in all, and in a time of soaring profits, 
they made a cheap-looking crowd in spite of 
their tailoring of opulence.

We're not prudish or opinionated; we live in modern ways sophis- 
ticated and our Yankee wit is said to be our joy; yet our ears 
are drugged, assailed and blighted with tattered tunes by music 
men benighted, while Victorians knew the laughter of Savoy.

Today we have a tendency to look upon 
Gilbert and Sullivan as Victorian, forget- 
ting that Gilbert was the most pungent 
satirist of his time. Our musical stage 
needs more works that-have the wit and 
satire of the British partners, for satire and 
laughter are the best corrective against 
hypocrisy. 


We Savoyards will fight to the death 
against all who sneer at the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operettas, It is a subject upon 
which we are fervent to the point of abso- 
lute unreason. We claim that Sullivan was 
a superior composer: not merely a composer 
of: operetta, but a composer of operetta that 
has permanent value as music; a composer 
in the sense that Mozart and Schubert were 
composers, 


Very Good, Be It Understood 


We claim that he was infinitely superior 
to Victor Herbert, Oscar Straus, Franz Le- 
har or Rudolf Friml. We grant the talents 
and pleasant products of those men, but 
atubbornly maintain that they wrote con- 
ventional music blessed with occasional for- 
tunate turns of melody, whereas Sullivan 
was touched with genius. And when it 
comes to the libretto, of course, there 
simply is no argument, since Gilbert's are 
so manifestly superior. 


Gilbert’s bent was all for satire. Starting 
with “Trial by Jury” in 1875, a take-off on 
British legal procedure, we have, among 
others, “Pinafore,” which took the Navy to 
task. “The Pirates of Penzance” poked fun 
at the police; “Iolanthe,” at the House of 
Lords; “Princess Ida,” at Tennyson and 
women's rights. “Patience” satirized the 
esthetic school of Wilde and Swinburne, 
while “The Gondoliers” placed certain 
aspects of republican government in a curi- 
ous light. 


No Pretense to Eminence 


Fortunately the British always have had 
a good sense of humor and the ridiculous, 
plus the ability to laugh at themselves, Oth- 
erwise there might have been repercussions 
with a lyric like this, which satirized one 
of Britain’s oldest institutions: 


When Britain really ruled the waves 
In good Queen Bess’s day, 
The House of Peers madt no pretense 
To intellectual eminence 
Or scholarship sublime. 


When Wellington thrashed Bonaparte 
As any child can tell, 
The House of Peers, throughout the war 
Did nothing in particular, 
And did it very well, 


The British legal system also aroused 
Gilbert's ire. He himself had started out 
as a lawyer, and knew whereof he, or the 
Lord High Chancellor, spake: 

In other professions in which men engage 

(Said I to myself, said I) 
The Army, the Navy, the Church and the 
Stage 
(Said I to myself, said I), 
Professional license, if carried too far, 
Your chance of promotion will certainly 


mar, 
And I fancied the rule might apply to the 


bar 
(Said I to myself, said I), 


We need a Gilbert and Sullivan combina- 
tion on Broadway. There would have been 
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one in Ira and George Gershwin: “Of Thee 
I Sing” is in the best tradition, Apart from 
the Gershwins, the only composer who could 
match Sullivan appears to be Kurt Weill 
in his more sardonic moments, 


Nobody at present can come near Gilbert 
for satire, wit, piquancy of situation and 
integrated flow of healthy imagination. 
Broadway today boasts of quite a few musi- 
cals—revivals of “The Chocolate Soldier” 
and “Sweethearts”; “Brigadoon,” “Carou- 
sel,” “Oklahoma”—all pleasant, stylized, es- 
capist material. “Finian’s Rainbow” has a 
message, but how sentimental and loosely 
handled it is beside “Iolanthe” or “Pina- 
fore”! 


Gilbert and Sullivan would have a won- 
derful time today. During the war they 
would have burst Col. Blimp with a bang 
that would have sent reactionaries scut- 
tling for shelter. They might have written 
an opera concerning the involved maneu- 
verings in U.N. that would have brought a 
blush to diplomats’ cheeks, hardened against 
blushing as diplomats are. 


We Need Little Buttercup 


The neo-metaphysic poets in a neo-“ Pa- 
tlence“; the sedition trial in Washington 
in an up-to-date “Trial by Jury”; certain 
aspects of our Navy in a twentieth-century 
“Pinafore”; all this and more, It is need- 
ed. Satire is the best means of bringing 
intelligent people to a realization of their 
follies; derisive laughter is the best correc- 
tive against the poseur. 


But we have no real satirists on the musl- 
cal stage. We have people engaged in avoid- 
ing the major issues of our day, or distort- 
ing them, or treating them so solemnly that 
they arouse a resentful boredom. We are 
either too serious or downright, adolescent- 
ly cute, or humorous in a heavy-handed 
way. The true light touch is missing—the 
verbal wit of a Wilde, the paradox of a 
Shaw, the meaningful topsy-turvydom of a 
Gilbert—the kind of dramatic art that not 
only makes people laugh a bit at the idio- 
syncrasies of the human race in general 
but also makes them do a little self-ex- 
amination, 


All the Folly, Folly, Folly 


We may smile in a superior sort of way 
at the Victorian age, but it did give us 
“Vanity Fair,” “The Pickwick Papers,” 
“Martin Chuzzlewit” and “Alice in Wonder- 
land.” It is the spirit which permeates 
the work that's important—the holding up 
to light of man's eccentricities, foibles and 
yearnings, “Ah! Vanitas Vanitatum! which 
of us is happy in this world? Which of us 
has his desire? Or, having it, is satisfied"? 
writes Thackeray. Or, better yet, one could 
mention the central idea underlying all 
Gilbert and Sullivan, sung by the wise and 
bitter Jack Point in “The Yeomen of the 
Guard“: 

I've wisdom from the East and from the 

West 
That's subject to no academic rule; 
You may find it in the jeering of a jest 
Or distill it from the folly of a fool, 


I can teach you with a quip, if I've a mind, 
I can trick you into learning with a 
laugh, 
Oh, winnow all the folly, folly, folly, and 
you'll find 
A grain or two of truth among the chaff.

As Hitler Planned It 


DESIGN . ane THE INSIDE STORY OF 
HITLER'S PLANS, by Peter de Mendelssoha. 
4 — 4 yin, Fs, New York.) 

By piecing together official German state 
papers, the author seeks to reveal the pat- 
tern of Nazi aggression and to show how 
each phase of the overall plan develops 
from the preceding phase. That the Nazis 
planned their aggression years in advance, 
is no surprise. But there are some inter- 
esting facts which it ig worth while te 
keep in mind, ' 

“The question for Germany is where the 
greatest possible conquest can be made at 
lowest cost,” states Hitler in a meeting with 
his chieftains, way back in November, 1937. 
And in May, 1939, he told his advisers that 
the German aims could not be achieved 
“without invasion of foreign states or at- 
tacks on foreign property.” 

* . . 


Through the documents quoted it becomes 
clear that Hitler considered himself indis- 
pensable, “Neither a military nor a civil 
lan person could replace me.. . I am con- 
vinced of the powers of my intellect and 
decison.” Thus he raves on, obviously tr. 
ing hard to impress his generals. However, 
a note in Gen. Jodl’s diary does not ind, 
cate complete harmony between Fuehrer 
and followers. “At bottom,” he writes, 
“they (the general staff) do not believe in 
the genius of the Fuehrer.” This was in 
August, 1938. What did they think seven 
years later? Jodl's hope that “the Fuehrer 
will be abe to boost the morale of the peo- 
ple when the right moment comes” certain- 
ly did not come true. 

An army directive of April 3, 1939, con- 
tains. this paragraph: “Preparations must 
be made in such a way that the operation 
can be carried out at any time from Sept. 
1, 1939, onward.” The exact date of the 
war to come was set. A few days before 
the war, Hitler told a group of high offi-. 
cers: “Have no pity. Adopt a brutal atti- 
tude. ... Right is on the side of the strong. , 
est... . Complete destruction of Poland is | 
the military aim.”

A third possibility would exist 
for him only if the Senate Repub- 
licans are unable to persuade the 
House Republicans to recede from 
the spectacular features of the 
Hartley bill, Then it is almost cer- 
tain that a veto would be sustained 
in the Senate, and that Mr. Tru- 
man could recover the political 
initiative by proposing a much 
softer bill, which Congress might 
have to take rather than go home 
without any bill at all. 

But this possibility can be ruled 
out by the Republican leaders, and 
they would spoil a very good rec- 
ord if they did not rule it out.

ARCHBISHOPS APPROVE 
NEW ANGLICAN CANONS 


Code Forwarded to Church 
Convocation Would Relax 
Marriage Rules. 


LONDON, May 16 (AP)—A new 
code of canon law, which if adop- 
ted would relax the strict mar 
riage regulations of the Church of 
England for the first time in 
nearly three and a half cen 
turies, was forwarded by an arch- | 
bishops’ commission to the church 
convocations today for considera- 
tion, | 

The new canons (ecclesiastical 
rules or laws) would, among other 
things, permit the remarriage of 
a divorced person under certain 
circumstances even though the 
former spouse was still living, and 
would permit church courts, fn 


courts, with the object of permit- 
ting divorced persons to remarry 
within the church. 

A commission of clergy was ap- 
pointed in 1939 to modernize the 
body of canon law formulated in 
1603, It met for the first time in 
1943 and issued its recommended 
code last night. 

If adopted, the new code would 
have far-reaching effects on the 
religious life of England and 
would involve a new relationship 
between church and state. Con- 
siderable controversy is expected 
to center on Canon 36, the new 
regulation governing marriage. It 
says, in part: 

[It in regard to a marriage 
which has been duly dissolved by 
secular (civil) law the bishop of 
the diocese, sitting with his chan- 
cellor, ia satisfied that there were 
good grounds upon which such 
marriage could, instead of being 
dissolved, have been declared to 
be null and void, it shall be law- 
ful for such bishop in his discre- 
tion to allow either of the parties 
to such marriage, although the 
other of them is still living, to 
marry, or to be married to, an- 
other person, according to the . 
rites and ceremonies of the 
Church of England, in like man- 
ner as if such first mentioned 
marriage had been declared to be 
null and void.“ 

Commenting on this “important 
innovation,” the commission said 
in its report: | 

“It sometimes happens that mar- 
riages are dissolved in the secular 
courts which in fact are not mar- 
riages at all, and for which a 
decree of nullity ought to. have 
been issued. Divoreed persons are 
precluded by the canon law from 
marrying again, In cases such as 
these, this is an injustice, 

“The canon proposes machinery 
for remedying this injustice, The 
commissioner believes that pres- 
ent conditions justify this. The 
decisions of the ecclesiastical tri- 
bunals are of religious signif- 
icance only, and do not affect the 
civil legality of marriage.” . 

The commission was split on 
this proposal, the Archbishop of 
York, the chairman, and two other 
members dissenting. 

Considered the most important 
among the canons were those 
dealing with reorganization of the 
ecclesiastical courts. One of the 
proposals would abolish the juris- 
diction of the Privy Council as 
an appeal court in ecclesiastical

Another departure from regular

The lack of means in 
some localities, the lack of per- 
sonnel, and lack of experience in 
others are contributing reasons to

St. Louis, which was at one 
time considered the most progres- 
sive city so far as aviation was 
concerned, has been sleeping, 
Lowell H. Swenson, executive 
manager of the National Aeronau- 
tical Association, said last night. 

Swenson,’ who was here to at- 


tend the Air Fair at the Arena, 
spoke at a meeting of the N. A. A. 
at Hotel Jefferson. He said when 
Lambert-St. Louis Field was first 
built, it was considered the best 
airport in the United States, per- 
haps the world, “but,” he added, 
“the city has slipped.” 

The airport is too far away from 
centers of business activity, Swen- 
son, said, urging that “close-in 
airports or airparks” be built to 
eliminate the great waste of time 
in traveling from the field to the 
downtown section.

Concerning the other complaint, 
he said a survey by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board recently 
showed that the chance of an

The split left it up to tomorrow's 
eight 36-hole single matches to de- 
cide the winner of the cup—now 
held by Britain. 

Bishop and Riegel defeated R. 
Cecil Ewing and Joe Carr of Brit- 
ain 3 and 2 in the opening match, 
while in the ‘third one Kammer 
and Turnesa teamed in the one- 
ball alternate stroke play to turn 
back Alec Kyle and J. C. Wilson 
5 and 4. 

Leonard G. Crawley, a member 
of Britain's 1938 victorious team, 
and P. B. (Laddie) Lucas con- 
quered Ward and Quick, the U.S. 
public links champion, 5 and 4, 
while Chapman and Stranahan 
were beaten by Charles Stowe and 
R. J. (Ronnie) White of Britain 
4 and 3. 

Only the two matches which re- 
sulted in American victories were 
close, both victorious British pairs 
having piled up huge leads on the 
morning 18 to make the results of 
those contests almost a certainty. 

At the 18-hole mark, Bishop and 
Riegel were leading only 1 up, 
while Kammer and Turnesa had a 
2-up margin.

LONDON, May 16 (UP) — For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin to- 
day charged in the House of Com- 
mons that the full press coverage 
given to the Big Four conference 
in Moscow was one of the great- 
est handicaps in writing the Ger- 
man peace treaty. 
| At the same time: Bevin ex- 

pressed the hope that it “will be 
possible to conclude an early 
peace treaty with Japan. 

Bevin charged that the United 
States was primarily to blame for 
the press situation at Moscow. 

Winding up a two-day debate 
of foreign policy, Bevin said: 

“One of the biggest handicaps 
in this instrument of making 
peace is not only that every word 
which is said is reported by the 
press, but it has got down even 
into the sub-committees and even 
to the deputies.” 

“I do not want any secrecy in 
negotiations. 

“I do not want any commit- 
ments in secret, but that is a dif- 
ferent thing from sitting at the 
table exchanging views, and I 
have found that in Moscow, as 
in Paris, one cannot-to use an 
old trade union term—even think 
aloud or make preliminary sug- 
gestions to one's colleagues unless 
it is hurled into headlines in the 
press. 

“That is one of our greatest 
handicaps. I do not blame the 
Soviet Government for that. The 
blame lies largely with the U. 8. 
power of the press, although even 
the press themselves say that from 
the point of view of news value, 
this new thing which has devel- 
oped is of little value.” 

How News Was Handled, 

(All news concerning the Mos- 
cow conference was given out 7 
official spokesmen of the gm 
Foreign Office and the State De- 
partment, Daily briefings were 
held by press officers of Bevin

MARSHALL REORGANIZING 
DEPARTMENT ON OWN LINES

WASHINGTON, May 16 (UP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall is proceeding with military 
precision to revamp the State De- 
partment to fit his own methods. 

Some of the personnel changes 
to be made in forthcoming months 
are not ones he would make if 
free to make his own choice. 
Others are. But the organizational 
changes are Marshall's own. and 
fit the pattern he used when he 
was wartime chief of staff, 

Marshall is the kind of a man 
who uses his staff. He doesn't 
want to be bothered with details. 
That is a sharp contrast to his 
predecessor, James F, Byrnes, It 
often was said that Byrnes car- 
ried the State Department around 
in his hat, 

‘As a result, Marshall has made 
three important and significant 
organizational moves in his short 
tenure of the highest cabinet post: 
(1) He amalgamated all the vari- 
ous co-ordinating and administra- 
tive bodies serving the office of 
the s into a single secre- 
tariat much like the one he cre 
ated at the War De ent; (2) 
he settled an old State Depart- 
ment feud by taking the intelli- 
gence units out of the jurisdiction 
of the various geographical units 
and centering them in the office 
of Special Assistant William A. 
Eddy; (3) he created for the first 
time in State Department history 
a high-level, long-range foreign 

licy planning board and picked 

ussian expert George F. Kennan 
to head it. 
Asked Top Men to Stay, 

Personnel changes have gener- 
ally been forced on Marshall by 
other circumstances, When he 
took over the department he 
asked evenyone in high appointive 
position to stay on, and in general 
they have. 

But now, after months of de- 
enh Marshall has been forced to 

ive up his able Under Secretary, 

an Acheson, With the excep- 
tion of selection of an Assistant 
Secretary in charge of adminis- 
tration, choice of Acheson's suc- 
cessor was the first high level 
appointment Marshall has had to 
mhke. 

It is significant that he went 
back to his War Department days 
for the man to be his chief assist- 
ant—Robert A. Lovett, wartime 
Assistant Secretary of War for 
Air. Lovett is a man of first 
class ability aithough he has had 
no direct experignce in the State 
Department, But his long wartime 
association with Marshall and the 
fact that both men know how to 
wor well with sach other were 


3 
the primary factors in Marshall's 
choice. 

Slowly, the regular career men 
in the department are getting ac- 
customed to working with ar- 
shall—a man who is reportedly 
most formidable and uncompro- 
mising when confronted with. me- 
diocrity or evasiveness, His mill- 
tary preciseness is in sharp con- 
trast to Byrnes's -caual friendll- 
ness, Edward R. Stettinius's back- 
slapping approach, and the quiet 
plodding manner of Cordell Hull. 

3 Still the General, 

Marshall is still very much the 
general, and it would be most 
unusual if a professional soldier 
of his Many years experience and 
of his present age could make 
many basic changes in manner- 
isms and habits built up over long 
years in a military environment. 

‘He has given up using the mill- 
tary term “European theater“ 
when discussing European foreign 
policy, and has only the utmost re- 
spect of the men in the depart- 
ment who have any direct deal- 
ings with him. They in turn like 
his direct, forthright manner once 
adjusted to the change. 

Before the end of the year, Mar- 
shall probably will have an almost 
entirely new shop at the high 
level, Sooner or later Assistant 
Secretary of State Spruille Braden 
and his opponent on ‘policy, Am- 
bassador George S. Messersmith in 
Argentina, are expected to leave. 
The assistant secretaryship vacat- 
ed by James C. Dunn—for Europe, 
Africa and Asia—has not been 
filled, 

On the next level—chiefs of geo- 
graphical offices—many of the for- 
eign service officers are compelled 
by law to go back into the field 
this year.

U.S. Said to Be Third in 
Aviation, Plants Need 
Orders—Special Senate 
Hearing Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP)— 
High-ranking army and navy of- 
ficers and makers of aircraft are 
holding a closed session at Wil- 
Hamsburg, Va., concerned over 
what some describe as America’s 
badly lagging air power. 

Some of those at the parley ‘will 
come here tomorrow to appear at 
a special session of the Senate 
commerce subcommittee on avia- 
tion, headed by Senator Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine. 

Brewster said that the plane 
builders will present figures show- 
ing that the United States is now 
third in world aviation, An Army 
Air Forces officer who confirmed 
word of the Williamsburg meet- 
ing, put it this way: 

“We are a bad third now and 
getting worse in quantity of new 
types of planes being produced 
and in research, Russia is the 
No. 1 air power in the number of 
new planes, number of men and 
amount of money available for re- 
search development. 

“We know that England and 
Russia are spending’ more money 
in developing air power than we 
are.” 

Among high-ranking Air Forces 
officers attending the Williams- 
burg meeting are said to be Gen. 
Carl Spaatz, commanding; eer 
Gen. Hoyt 8. Vandenber y 
deputy; Maj. Gen. Emmett Don- 
nell Jr.; Maj. Gen. Frederick I. 
Anderson and Col. Robert E. I. 
Eaton, and high-ranking navy air 
officers. 

The three-day meeting, which 
continued through today, was de- 
scribed as an exploratory one on 
how aviation plants, ‘said to be 
badly in need of orders, can keep 
operating. 

It was explained that military 
aviation is anxious that plants 
keep operating so that America 
does not slip further in air power. 

“Out of 12 major companies; 

four made money last year, 
and one of these because it got a 
tax rebate,” the Air Forces source 
said. He said a close-down of 
American aviation producing plants 
would be a calamity for American 
air power, 

Brewster sald in a statement 
that the United States would find 
iteelf “at a critical disadvantage 
and open to attack” in the event 
of another war. 

“Congress must take a hand,” 
he said, “for it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to draw a line of de- 
marcation between national se- 
curity and the interests of the 
aviation industry.“ 

Brewster said that America's 
1946 production of 1330 military 
planes compares with the 3000 
minimum which the Government's 
Air Co-ordinating Committee held 
essential for national security.’ 

Tomorrow's hearing is keyed to 
a bill which Brewster has intro- 
duced to establish a temporary air 
policy board composed of the Sec- 
retaries of State, War, Navy and 
Commerce, two Senators and two 
House members. The board would 
study the status of both civil and 
military aviation, and make rec- 
ommendations to the President 
and Congress.

Gen. Oliver P. Echols, presi- 
dent of the Aircrafts Industries 
Association of America; William 
M. Allen, Boeing president; Marry 
Woodhead of Consolidated Vultee;

H. Kindleberger of North Ameri- 
can; R. E. Gillmor, vice president 
of the Sperry Corp.; H. M. Horner 
of United Aircraft, and Glenn L, 
Martin.

Says Physicist Leo Szilard. 


NEW YORK, May 16 (UP)— 
Dr. Leo Szilard, one of the pion- 
eer physicists who worked on de- 
velopment of the atomic bomb, 
predicted last night that “total 
failure of present negotiations for 
the control of atomic energy will 
become manifest” before 1948. He 
said the result might be a “pre- 
ventive war” initiated either by 
the United States of Russia with- 
in the next 15 years. 

Szilard, who is a trustee of the 


Emergency Committee of Atomic | 


Scientists, said in a radio address 
that Russia and the United States 
are “caught in a vicious circle 
at present, and it is not likely 
that this circle can be broken by 
negotiating on the issue of atomic 
energy as if it were an isolated 
issue. 

“Because of the possibility that 
they might be at war with each 
other at some future time, these 
two governments consider it their 
duty to put their nations into the 
position of winning that war, if 
war should come,” he said, 

Szilard, who is professor or bio- 
physics at the University of Chi- 


cago, said atomic bombs may be 
the only weapons by meant of 


to the territory of the United 
States if there should be a war. 

“Moreover, as long as the United 
States has a stockpile of atomic 
bomba and Russia none, Russia 
cannot be certain that she will not 
be attacked and that the United 
States will not wage a preventive 
war perhaps on the very issue of 
atomic energy,” he asserted. 

He said, “When we think of a 
war that may come perhaps 10 or 
15 years from now, we do not 
think of it in terms of fo not | 
bombs at all. ; 

“Nagasaki bombs destroy the 
puildings of a city by the blast 
they cause, But 10 or 15 years 
from now giant bombs which dis- 
perse radioactive substance in the 
air may be set off far away from 
our cities. 

“Tf guch giant bombs were used 
against us, the buildings of our 
cities would remain undamaged 
but the 3K would not remain 
alive.“

Mack Derr Has Been Town Head at La Plata (Mo.) for II Years — Runs Tight Administration

LA PLATA, Mo., May 16. 


ACK DERR is third-trick op- 
erator for the Santa Fe, 
which means that from mid- 
t to 8 a.m. he is down at the 
station sending and receiving. The 
rest of the time he puts in as mayor 
of the town. For 32 years he has 
been ticking the trains as they 
come and go, For 11 years he has 
been mayor, with another year of 
his sixth term to go. Usually un- 
opposed he will probably continue 
to be elected time after time as 
long as he chooses to run, for 
most of the townspeople say he 
has served them well, They have 
a prideful saying: There's not a 
foot of dirt in the town.” The 
saying refers to the streets, which 
are all paved or graveled, And in 
all other pg ec they say, La 
Plata is that kind of a town, 


Ask any citizen what kind of a 
place La Plata is and he hands 
you the “We Haves” put out by 
the Community Commerce Club. 
This is a list of 29 “we haves,” in- 
cluding all the good features of 
larger towns without the high liv- 
“img expenses, as summarized by 
the club. In a public way the 
“haves” embrace a municipal wa- 
terworks and electric system, sew- 
er system, a modern fire depart- 
ment, the highest ranking class C 

ublic school system in northeast 

issouri, two artificial lakes for 
boating, bathing and fishing, a 
municipal nine-holf golf course, a 
lighted basebail and football field, 
a public library, and so on, and 
that, they say, is not bad for a 
town of , now is it? 

What's more, La Plata is fortu- 
nate to be located on the Santa 
Fe double-track line from Chicago 
to San Francisco, Or maybe the 
Santa Fe is lucky to ‘have La 
Plata on its line. Anyway, both are 
lucky to have Mack Derr as third- 
trick operator and mayor of the 
town, 

Derr's first experience in rail- 
roading was when he bummed a 


ride on a freight out of Whites- 


boro, Tex., at the age of 16. At 
the time he did not expect to be- 
come a railroad man beyond bum- 
ming more rides on occasion. He 
was running away from home. He 
had no rticular destination in 
mind. e main thing was to 
put as much distance as possible 
between him and Texas, for life 
had been hard for him there, His 
father had died when he was two 
years old. At the age of five 
he went to work picking cotton 
and with his earnings bought his 
First suit of clothes. 

As a runaway, riding the rods, 
he made his way by jumps to 
Wichita Falls, Amariljo, Canadian 
and Glazier, which put him almost 
out of Texas but not quite. At 
Glazier he got his chance, Work- 
ing at the town hotel he met the 
Santa Fe operator, who lived 
there. The operator, thought he 
saw the makings of a railroader 
in the boy and invited him to 
come down to the station, How 
would he like to be an opera-

So at the Democratic cau- 
cus he was nominated, which was 
equivalent to election, as the town 


* 
O to Topeka the boy went and 
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was Democratic by two or three 
to one, He was alderman six 
years and did so well that in 
April, 1986, he was elected Mayor, 
fading the opposition by about the 
usual odds. 

As mayor, Derr had to divide 
up his time so that running the 
town wouldn't conflict with his 
duties at the station and not inter- 
fere too much with his sleeping 
hours. It was not difficult. Off 
duty at 8 o'clock, he slept till 
early afternoon, took a turn at his 
desk at the City Hall to see that 
everything was going all right, 
and had time for a nap before 
going on duty at midnight. 


To his duties as mayor he 
brought the methodical and pre- 
cise practices that prevailed at the 
station, which meant that the af- 
fairs of the town were well admin- 
istered. The mayor had the effi- 
cient help of Wilbur Huston, who 
had been city clerk since 1924, 
surviving through changes of ad- 
ministration, and O. L. Robuck as 
collector, who has served 15 years, 


Every two years since Derr was 
first elected the Democrats have 
held a caucus and renominated 
the mayor as a reward for work 
well done. A few times there was 
a show of opposition but it died 
down and latterly there has been 
none, 


La Plata, when Derr took over 


POWER COMPANY IN FOUR YEARS OF LITIGATION, 


and poorly lighted. Derr's ambil- 
tlon was to make the town in 
these and other respects better 
than most. Improvement of the 
streets was accomplished gradual- 
ly over a period of years. 

When Derr was elected there 
was a bitter fight on between the 
town and the Missouri Light & 
Power Co, over the municipal 
power plant that had been pro- 
posed. The Missouri company, 
which had been supplying service, 
didn’t like the idea at all. The 
litigation extended over four years. 
It was a little town against a 
big corporation and the little 


town won, 
| the State Public Service. Com- 

mission about the rates. For two 
years because of disagreement 
about this the town had been 
without street lights. Worse than 
that, the company sent in a stiff 
bill for lighting up the band stand 
in the park for Saturday night 
band concerts, when everybody 
thought it should have made that 
much of a donation. That was 
too much, The people voted a bond 
issue of $75,000 for a municipal 
plant to be built with PWA help, 
and celebrated with a parade. 
The tage hy sued, attacking the 
validity of the bond issue on the 
ground that it would create a la- 
bility beyond the constitutional 
limit.

It also lost an injunction suit in 
which it sought to restrain the 
town from building a competitive 
plant.

HREE tricks about today’s 
cookies are worth heeding. 
One, using molasses saves 
sugar. Unless we have sugar every 
day now, we won't have enough to 
do the necessary canning and 
freezing for an adequate supply of 
fruit for n winter's meals, 
That's just g business sense. 
Two, rolling out cookie dough 
into a rectangle so the cookies 
can be cut in squares or rec- 
tangles reduces the handling of 
the cookie dough to a minimum, 
eliminates the rerolling of scraps 
from cut-out, cookies and all this 
enables the work to be done much 
more quickly which means more 
delicate and delicious cookies, 
Three, placing the cookies on 
the baking sheet so an even 
margin of the pan remains vVa- 
cant all around insures the best 
baking. With this arrangement, 
baking is much more uniform, 
Cookies placed right out to the 
edge of the baking sheet are sure 
to obtain more heat and scorch 
before those on the inside are 
baked sufficiently. Scorched cook- 
jes are not enjoyable cookies, In 
fact, they may be just wasted 
cookies and we 2 t afford waste. 


Molasses Squares. 

— One and seven eighths cups all- 
purpose flour, (two cups minus 
two tablespoons), one and one-half 
teaspoons ginger, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, two-thirds cup light 
molasses, one-third cup sugar, ADO, 
half cup shortening or butter. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with ginger and salt. 
Cream shortening and sugar well, 


then add the molasses and beat] pigwnch. 


hard. Add flour mixture in three 
or four portions, biending well 
after each addition. Cover dough 
and place in refrigerator to chill 
thoroughly for three or four 
hours. Rub two or three table- 
spoons of flour well into a pastry 
cloth. Roll cookie dough quickly 
out into rectangular shape to a 
thickness of one-eighth inch, 
Quickly cut into three inch 
squares or in recfingles. Use a 
pancake turner to lift cookies 
rapidly onto baking sheet before 
the dough warms up and softens, 
being sure to keep cookies at least 
one inch from edge. Bake in a 
moderately hot over (400 deprees 
F.) te a light brown or for about 
7 minutes. Remove to a cake rack 
to cool before storing. Makes 18 
cookies.

DOMINICANS 60 TO POLLS 
TO ELECT TRUJILLO AGAIN 


CIUDAD TRUJILLO, Dominican 
Republic, May 16 (AP)—Nearly 
800,000 voters of this tiny Carib- 
bean republic turned out to elect 
a President today amid virtual 
certainty that Rafael L. Trujiflo 
would be chosen to succeed him- 
self for a fourth term. 

Trujillo has predicted a sweep- 
ing victory for himself in the elec- 
tion—the first in which he has 
been opposed since he set up his 
Dominican party in 1930. 

His two opponents, Rafael A. 
Espalllat, nominee of the National 
Democratic party, and Francisco 
Prats-Ramirez, candidate of the 
National Laborite party said yes- 
terday they expected to lose be- 
cause their parties lacked suffi- 
cient numerical strength. Since 
Trujillo assumed the presidency in 
1988 there has been no minority 
representation in Congress.
